The 
determining this Point is difficulty be- 
caufe the very Queftion fuppofes Dif-

rhe Diverfion and Entertainment of 
y is the great Excufe for the Hazard: 
5ry-body pleads Privilege for Recre* 
)n^. and to be Judge in the Choice 
it. But this is but 2, thin Excufe ; 
if Pleafure be all, why is the Stake 
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Deal or a Caft ? Certainly he can 
bare nothing of haman NatDre about 
htnr, that U chearad with this Pretence : 
For the Fear of a little Lofs gives Un- 
eafinefsj tho' ic'may be no more than 
ferves to give a Relifli' to our Pleafure 
when we win ; but the Apprehenfion 
of a great Lofs is a Torment not to be 
endur'd. Befides this, there is a cer- 
tain Witchcraft in playing on, and win 
or lofe 'tis a hard matter to draw off. 

Now if the Plea of Recreation woa'd . 
fcecp up its Force, at leaft the Gaming- 
Table fticu'd be brought under ftriiit 
DifcipUne j the Time of Play limited 
to a few Hours, and the Main to a few 
Pieces j fo chat Charity Tiou'd not be 
forgot for the Sake of Sport, nor the 
Hofpicats be robb'd to luppo'rt the 
Groom-Porter.

The Query is a prof 01 to the Gamefters; 
For *iis yet undetermin'd, whether they 
are Di-vitu vel fauperes, Rich or Poor, 
fihce there are out a few Calls at Dice 
between a Perfon of Fortune (iA thac 
Circumdance) and a Beggar. 

We may fee by this what a difficulc 
thing it-is for alSamefler to keep hira- 
felf in a State of Mediocrity, as to 
the Goods of Fortune ; Nor is it left 
eafy for him to keep the iMaftery over 
his Paflions," and indeed when any one 
takei upon him tliat Profcfiion , he 
ought to be endu'd with a Stoical A- 
pathy.
